DESTROYING INSECT 
STOWAWAYS IN FRUIT 


COLLEGE STATION, Feb. 18.— 


(Spl.)—The toughest problem In 
destroying Insect 
stowaways 
In 


shipments of fruits, 
vegetables, 


and other plant materials Is to 
avoid 
injuring these 
food-stuffs. 


The 
process, 
called "de-lnsectlz- 


ing," plus inspection and quaran- 
tine, while materials aro en route, 
have helped to maintain effective 
barriers against many pests from 
abroad, and to limit the spread 
of species which now have a toe- 
hold in this country. 


According to Cameron Slddall, 


entomologist of the A. and M. 
College Extension Service, research 
has developed such treatments as 
high temperature, 
low 
temper- 


ature, mechanical and chemical. 


Extremes of temperature is a 


common method of killing the in- 
secta. Those harbored 
In 
fruits 


and vegetables which can "take 
It" may be destroyed Instantly by 
extreme high temperatures; 
but 


less resistant materials must be 
given the heat treatment over a 
period of hours at lower temper- 
ature. An example of mechanical 
treatment Is the use of pressure 
of 2,000 pounds a square inch to 
destroy pink bollworms in cotton- 
seed and baled Hnt, Cold storage 
and refrigerated transportation are 
both useful In the destruction of 
the Mediterranean 
and Mexican 


fruitflies which cannot stand cold 
long in the larval stage. 


In chemical treatments, solids, 


liquids, or gases are used directly 
on commodities, especially while 
moving under quarantine regula- 
tions. The Bureau of Entomology 
and Plant Quarantine reports ex- 
cellent results with nursery stock 
and potted plants 
treated 
with 


methyl bromide, and in fumigating 
carload lota of fruits and vege- 
tables with the same compound.
